Carlo  is  only  half-listening,  for  his 
mind  is  filled  with  fantasies  of  an 
event  that  happened  many  years  ago.

Wes  gets  into 
the  cabin,  starts  to  untie  Susan,  and 
then  is  surprised  by  Carlo  with  a 
knife  thrust  in  the  back.
